A number of socialist 
members of tho chamber of deputies woro 
present. The programme of the socialists 
included a visit to the cemetery of Poro la 
Chaiso, whoro many of those who lost 
their livoa in the troublous days of 
tho commune aro buried. Tho police, how 
over, would not allow any one except 
tho80 carrying wreaths to enter the cemo 
tery, and speeches were forbidden. A 
largo crowd stood outside tho gatea of tho 
burial place, but no disorderly demonstra- 
tion wore made.

Tho soldiera wero drunk ond stag- 
gering around the streets to-day begging 
for whiskey and bser.

U. 8. WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Secretary Lamont Makes Sweeping Changes— 
Moro Economical Worklng-Keduc- 
tlnns of the Stall'. 

Washington, May 28 — Before leaving 
Washington on Saturday for his vacation 
Secretary Lamont issued a sweeping order 
which ho has had in preparation for several 
months, Thia will result in the virtual re- 
organization of tho War Department on 
July 1. The terms of the order 
caused widespread excitement and con- 
sternation throughout tho bureau. A 
large number of army officors will 
bo ordered to rejoin their oommands. The 
order permits but one assistant to each 
chief, although under special oircumatanceB 
a second officer may bo detailed for apecial 
duty, all the othors must go, and bo must 
tho clerks that heretofore have been 
needed to carry out tho duplication of tho 
red tapo eyst em said to exist. The system of 
correspondence ia changed by which about 
half tho communications now roaohing tho 
department will receivo noithor reply nor 
acknowledgment. Voluminous annual re- 
ports heroafter will be confined to succlnot 
narratives and no ono in tho department 
hereafter will write books or ongogo in any 
literary work without apecial permission. 
It is estimated that tho force of tho depart- 
ment which ib now 2,155 will bo reduced to 
lcea than 1,200 by tho effeot of tho order. 



Will Not Give In. 

Philadelphia, May 28. — Tho bituminouB 
coal operators' meeting this aftornoon de- 
termined that no concession ahall bo made, 
that there bo no arbitration, and that tho 
resumption of mining ahall take plnco under 
armod protection.

Westminster, May 28.— (Special.)— The 
Fraaor Rivor freshet continues unabated, 
and hourly the wator increases in volume. 
News from up-river points ia hard to obtain, 
but what has been received ia most diB- 
couroging. Everywhere low and medium 
low lands are flooded and thousands of 
aorcB undor orop are deeply covered with 
water. That tho 18S2 flood-mark will be 
reached ia now certain. Tho faraiera will 
ho thankful if thoy are troublod with noth- 
ing worse. No train haa reached tho conat 
sinco Wednesday laat and it will be a day or 
two yet beloro the first arrives. Several 
bridgeH and deep fillings between Yale and 
North Bond woro washod out thiB morning. 

The most serious affair ainco the begin- 
ning of tho freshet was tho giving way of 
tho Hatzio dyke on Saturday night. The 
wator was eighteen feet deep outside the 
dyke whon tho earth gave way, and the 
great wave rolled in over the prairie, 

SWEEPING EVERYTHING I1EFORE IT. 
No lives woro loat but many cattle were 
drowned. 

The rush of wator waa so great that 
the river fell temporarily about ten inches. 
Early yesterday morning the C.P.B. had a 
forco of men at work erecting a trestle to 
croSB the broak. All Saturday night and 
yesterday tho settlers in tho flooded dlBtriot 
woro busy removing their furniture.household 
goods and live atock to higher ground. 
In somo cases the cattle could not be got 
out of tho marshes and had to be aban- 
doned to thoir fate. Hay staoks, Bheda 
and implomentB were carried away. The 
water reached the level of the Langley 
Indian reserve yesterday morning and bo- 
foro noon the island was covered, tho In- 
diana being obliged to vacate with only a 
portion of their goods. 

At ten o'clock yesterday morning, the 
dyke holding back the water from what is 
known na the " Littlo Prairie " at Langley 
succumbed to the tremendous pressure 
against it, and in five minutes 1,000 acres 
of pasture and cropped lands were covered. 
Precautions had been taken to drive the 
oattle to higher ridgea and none were lost, 
but tho oropa ore a total loas. 

THE FLOOD AT FORT LANGLEY 

roaches about 300 feet baok from the river 
bank, and the first floors of many houses are 
undor wator. The L»ngley hotel (Peter 
Brown, proprietor) is completely surrounded 
by water to a depth of several feet. At 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon Brown's little 
eon fell from the hotel verandah into the 
water and waa drowned. The body was re- 
covered. 

Last evening the river had riaen to such a 
height that the wator outside the Matsqni 
dyke vraa within two feet of the top. 
During tho night the freahet increased by 
eight inches, and at daybreak a great sec- 
tion of the embankment collapsed, and at 1 
o'olook this afternoon tho whole prairie was 
under water. Particulars of the damage 
are not to hand yet. It is impossible yet to 
estimato tho total loss along the river, but 
it will be immense. 

Tho Great Northern ib tied up by the floods 
between hero and Senttle, and no wheels 
will be turning for Borne dayB. 

A LIFE LOST AT HATZIC. 

Vancouver, May 28. — (Special) — A 
bridgo carpenter named MoTavish was 
drowned at Hatzio Prairie this morning 
while engaged with others in building 45- 
feot of trestle over the CP R. at that point. 
McTavish foil from a boat, and though 
Capt. Marshall bravely attempted the res- 
cue it was without avail. The body has 
not yet been recovered. 

In Victorja, the flood waa the subjeot of 
conversation yesterday afternoon ond la8t 
evening, many reaidenta of thia city being 
financially intereated in the devastated 
lands or having friends resident in the 
flooded district, ' The faot that no mails 
have been received from the oast since 
Wednesday laat, and that none aro likely to 
arrivo for several days moro, has em- 
phasized tho serious character of tho flood 
upon tho minds of all, and fullest de- 
tails aro eagerly sought. The tele- 
grapbio, as well as tho mail aervico 
haB been demoralized, and therefore 
news from the flooded diatriot ia 
difficult to obtain.. The delayed west- 
bound trains held by the mudalides near 
SicamouB, got' clear of this obstruction on 
Saturday, only to bo atoppod by tho flood 
at Hatzio. The report was current last 
night that the long C. P. R. bridgo at 
Revclstoko had gone, as well as the railway 
bridge at Mission City ; neither report, 
howo ver, could be either confirmed or denied 
up to tho time of going to press. The area 
now undor water comprises many thousands 
of ncros, and privation and suffering besides 
grav6 financial loas aro euro to follow in the 
woko of tho inundation.

Important Clean-Up — Most Encour- 
aging Results— Water Supply 
for the Monitors. 



Wagon Road Exteusion— Accident on 
Nelson and Port Sheppard— 
Queen's Birthday. 



Fort Shki-pard, May 24.— (Special.)— 
The Kootenay Hydraulio Mining Company 
have to-day completed an important olean- 
up. Their operations, this season, have 
been directed to aBcortain precisely thu 
valuo of thoir proporty on the north bank 
of the Pend d'Oreillo Rivor ; to thia end 
they collected all the water from Seven- 
Mile and Nine-Mile Creeks and directed it 
into their main ditoh with a head of 250 
feet above the monitors at the levol of tho 
Pond d'Oreillo River. They sent through 
their sluices 2,200 yards of gravol, and tho 
weight of the quicksilver amalgam shown a 
yield of $526" in gold, equal to nearly -i 
cents per cubio yard, some of the nuggeta 
being of very good size, tho largest 
being worth §5.S5. When it is ro- 
memcered that eight oenta por yard ia 
regarded as ernormous, and that many of 
the great placers in California aro workod 
at high profit even at 3 and 1 cents por 
yard, thia result must be regarded as 
most encouraging, eBpooially as the gravel 
actually washed ie a fair average sample of 
the great benches which form both banks of 
the river. In addition to Mr. Goodhue, tho 
general managor, these operations have 
boen directed by Mr. Albro, a New York 
director of tho company. This gentleman 
is a multi millionaire, having accumulated 
his wealth in just such enterprises in Call 
fornia with which he has been connected for 
many years. Though elderly, ho is very 
active and has been persistent in panning 
out gravtl fioai every part of the 
groundr. He states that he never failed 
to find gold, and promised that 
if the clean-up should yield a 
satisfactory result, money should bo 
forthcoming to any extont necessary to 
carry on the work continuously. Notwith- 
standing the very heavy expenditure al- 
ready incurred by thia company in collect- 
ing tho watera of six or seven mountain tor- 
rents by means of a ten-mile ditch, it cannot 
but be recognized that thia aource of supply 
is entirely inadequate for the purpose, as it 
is merely the ruah of the spring freshets, 
and attention is necessarily turned to th« 
magnificent body of water in the Pend 
d'Oreille river, to ascertaiu whother it can 
be made available to supply the water to the 
monitors with a pressure equivalent to a 
head of 200 or 300 feet, as well as being the 
natural and priceless dumping ground 
for all tho tailings. It may be re- 
marked that the whole volumo of 
theso gravel tailings is carried down the 
fierce river and promptly delivered beyond 
the international boundary. This, however, 
must not be conBtruod by our American 
cousins to mean that we wish to "give them 
dirt ! " Hydraulio rams have been suggest- 
ed, but the fall of the river, though great, is 
insufficient to generato tho necessary power, 
and Mr. Albro haa thereforo decided to put 
in a force pump of high power. He leaveB 
for Spokane to-morrow and will aent thia 
plant in immediately, the cost being esti- 
mated at $1(3,000; the construction of the 
masonry piers will be set in had at once. 

The company's wagon road to Fifteen-Mile 
Creek is now being extended to the 
Salmon River by Messrs. Hardman 
& Bibb, a distance of six miles. 
A portable boiler and high pressure 
forco pump are now on tho rails at VVaneta 
awaiting the completion of this road. All 
this expenditure for improvements which 
are of general value to the community, 
undertaken without other privato or publia 
assiotanco, speak volumes for the opinions 
entertained of the placers of this district. 

On Tuesday list what might have been a 
fatal accident ocoured on the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard railroad. A special from Spokane, 
carrying Mr. Corhin, Mr. Larson, the Por- 
ter Brothers and others interested in the 
cjnstructit n contracts, approached a place 
on the Salmon river where the rise of tho 
river threatened to wash out the raiBed road 
bed. The working party signalled to come 
on slowly, but when tho engine reached 
the spot the off rail aank beneath 
the weight to a depth of three 
feet ; the engineer throw open the 
throttle and climbod tho hill ; but tho 
caboose left the rail on the near side and 
ran up tho embankment, fracturing tho 
king pin and sotting tho truck loose. The 
car, which came last, tilted over, and 
would have rolled down the embankment, 
but was prevented doing so by the coup- 
ling, which enabled tho cabcoc° to hold her 
in that position with her near wheels high 
in the air. Thia entailed a delay of three 
hourB, spent by tho whole party in their 
shirt sleeves straightening out matters. 
After they got through the further rise of 
the river increased the damage, rendering 
100 feet of the track unsafe, and, as a con- 
sequence, tho train which left for NelBon 
on Wednedday was stopped at Salmon 
Siding, and hud to bring back her passen- 
gers here, who however, got through to- 
day.

In this precinct of West Kootonay tho 
Opposition have not enforced their individ 
uality in any way, thov aro practically a 
non-effective forco. On the othor hand, tho 
Government and its works aro known and 
appreciated so far as thoy have affected this 
district, and in the abaolute cortainby of 
their return to poiver tho people aro not 
goirg to etui tify thomsolves and plaoo thia 
Kootonay country under tho cold and kill- 
ing ahadow of opposition. It ia confidently 
cxpeotod that the only reault of tho forth- 
coming elootionB muat ho for tho OppoBition 
candidato in this district moro Humo-ilia- 
tion! 



THE DEAD ALIVE. 


He Tarns Up After an Absence of Twenty 
Years Despite a Killing of the Courts. 

Olymita, May 28.— Mones H. Scott is 
alive 1 So saya the supreme court of the 
United States. Tho case of Scott vs. 
McNoal was first tried in the superior 
court of Thurston oounty, J. W. Robinson 
judge. Judge Robinson decided that Scott 
was legally doad. An appeal was taken to 
the supreme court of the state, which 
affirmed the rulinga of tho lower courc. It 
waa then appealed to tho auprome court of 
United States, which declared Scott to be 
alive. Moses H. Soott disappeared from 
his home in Thuraton county in 1871. He 
waa not hoard from for a period of seven 
yoara, and no information could be obtained 
as to his whereabouts. Lettera of adminis- 
tration, setting forth by affidavit that Soott 
was dead, were applied for by his sister, 
and Bhe was appointed administratrix of his 
estate. 

Nearly twenty years after his disappear- 
anco Soott surprised all of his acquaintances 
by appearing among them. Scott instituted 
legal proceedings to recover certain property 
which had beon disposed of in his ubaenco, 
with tho result as just rooorded. Soott has 
never told or intimated to any one the his- 
tory of the long period of hia absonco ; that 
ia a sealed book. Where he was and what 
he was doing is a matter of conjecture. It 
is strange that ho has never told any ono 
about himeelf, as naturally be is talkative 
and voluble, is fond of gotting a man into a 
corner and pouring out his soul in_ long 
metre. Ho is now in California, but is ox 
pected to return this summer.

Socialists Determined to Break the 
Brewers' Riuff— The Press ou 
French Crisis. 



Great Britain in Africa— Ctuhaven a 
War Post-Kaiser's Summer 
Programme. 



Berlin, May 27. — Dr. Petera haa joined 
the Hanover National Liberal union and 
intends tocontebt the noxt reichstag vacancy 
for Hanover. 

The socialists are purauing their fight 
against the brewers with the greatest 
energy, and declare they are determined 
to break the socillod brewers' " ring," 
whioh thoy claim keeps up the price of 
beer, and exploit tho working clasaes. 
The facts, hoivovor, Bhow that no auch 
"ring" existB, and the combination of 
brewers, which may bo said to atand in the 
position of u " ring," was only recently 
formed as u moans of resisting the boy- 
cotting campaign of the socialists. But 
there is no denying the faot that the 
brewers are feeling tho (.ffict of the 
boycott, for quite recently thoy made over- 
tures for peace, and in so doing have offered 
to take back into their employ tho men pre- 
viously dismiased on condition that the boy- 
cott ia abandoned. The socialists rrj.'oied 
these overtures, declaring they have deter- 
mined not to mako any compromise with 
the brewers, and in order to give weight to 
this aasertion thoy are now c»rrying this 
boycotting campaign throughout tho coun- 
try. This is notab y tho cate at Muhlheim, 
where the Btrike of tho socialist browera' 
i-.nployes has already commenced, and 
threatens to develop into an immenso strug- 
gle between capital and labor. 

The commentB of tho German nowspaperB 
on tho political crisis in Franca point out in 
a vivid manner tho chango which the events 
of recent years have brought upon the face of 
European politics. Formerly suoh events 
were gravely discussed as bearing upon the 
foreign relations of Franco with other coun- 
tries, and eBpoaially Germany. Now the 
news is received with tho greatest coolness, 
and the ministers of tho cabinet are followed 
in this country with cariosity. This state 
of affairs is due to the fact that Germans 
have confidence that cabinet changes in 
France are not liable to disturb tho relations 
batween the two powers, and these relations, 
it would appear, are growing more friendly 
day by day. 

Some feeling has boon aroused by the con- 
clusion of the agreement between England 
and tho Kongo state by whioh England 
secured a small Btrip of territory in tho 
region of the Upper Kongo and Lake Tan- 
ganyika, which gives her access from her 
southern possessions in Africa to the Nile 
region ; in other words, united communica- 
tion between Capetown and Cairo. This 
feeling is not confined to what is known as 
the oolonial party, but is shown by the 
newapapera throughout Germany. This 
new arrangement makes England, instead 
of the Kongo state, Germany's western 
neighbor in Central Africa, and makes a 
decided alteration in the commercial proB- 
pectB of Germany in that section of Africa. Of 
course this is only a summer cloud sweep- 
ing across the political Bky, and it is not an- 
ticipated that it will lead to a quarrel with 
England. Tho Togeblatt asserts that the 
new arrangement injures Germany, and says 
it is only a triok to balk the claims of France 
and other powers. Tho National Zsitung 
demands that England Bhall acknowledge 
the right of full freedom of trBffio between 
the Kongo state and German Eist Africa, 
and presents doubts as to whether th9 
Kongo state is legally in a position to con- 
clude treaties as an independent power. 
The Vosaiaohe Zeitung believes there ia a 
contraband trade in arma and ammunition. 

The Reichsanzeiger announces the conclu- 
sion of an agreement between Eogland and 
Germany to establish a uniform cuBtom sys- 
tem between the German territory of Togo 
and the Gold Coast colony, immediately 
weBt of it, which belongs to Great Britain. 

Tho reported negotiation for the cession 
of Cuxhaven to Prussia in exohange for 
Altona ia officially denied. Tho denial 
means that the Reicharath and the Bundea- 
rath will not adopt a bill to make Cuxhaven 
a naval port. Hamburg would raise objec- 
tion, and negotiations for this purpose 
would be needlesB. The navy department 
has not abandoned ita intention to strongly 
fortify Cuxhaven and convert it into a first 
class war port upon tho completion of the 
Baltic canal. 

Emperor William's Bummer programme 
appoara to be undecided. Ho intends to 
visit the regatta at Kiel in June, and will 
then start on a long cruiao with the Em- 
press on board the imperial yacht Hoheu- 
zillern. Daring the trip tho Emperor will 
perhaps visit the Dutch court, and from 
there he may go to Norway in July. He 
is exp'O'erl to be present at Cowee, Iale of 
Wighf. ..t the regatta which ia to be sailed 
iu ih.c luoiiih, nod will probably return to 
Germany in September, preparatory to 
being prosont at the army manoeuvres be- 
tween Dantzio and Kocnigsburg, to which 
he has invited the Gzirewitch. 



RIVAL MAIL STEAMERS. 

Ocean Race Between tho American S. S. 
"Purls" and the White Star ''Majestic'' 

London, May 2G —Tho maila brought by 
the Majestic arrived in London at 10:50 to- 
night and those brought by the Paris at 
11:20. Both batches will bo delivered in 
the morning. The Majestic arrived at 
Liverpool this morning, and the Paris ar- 
rived at Southampton at 9 this evening. 

SOUTHAMPTON, May 20. — Captain Ran- 
dall of the PoriB, made a atatomont to an 
Aasociatod Press roportor shortly after tho 
vossol arrived here this evening. The 
captain said : " Soon aftor loaving New 
York the Majostio hovo in sight a consid- 
erable diatanco aBtern. The Paris main 
tainod her load until Saturday, when owiDg 
to a delay causod by a ohuugo of stokers, 
the White Star boat Bucceoded in over- 
hauling tho Paris, and crossed her haws 
from port to starboard. Tho Paris gradu- 
ally forged ahead. Tho captain of the 
Majestic, finding hiB vessel dropping 
astorn, slowod down his engines and crossed 
under the Rteru of tho Paris, receiving her 
baokwaah."

FLOODS AND DAVASTATION- 

What Bus Been Wroucht by the Gaging 
Waters In Parts of Washington. 

Seattle, May 27.— From all directions 
come tho reports of high water. Floods are 
playing havoo with farm produce and gar- 
dons all over tho northern and southern 
counties of Western Washington. Many of 
tho rivora are out of their bunks and back- 
ing up over land that for years has not been 
flooded, Railroad bridges and tracks have 
been washed away, and, in faot, the extent 
of the damage in some parts cannot ho as- 
certained. Tho fo.v hot days that followed 
cold weather havo meltod thoueands of tons 
of snow ond ico that extended far down the 
mountain sides, and aa a result a perfect 
avalanche of water has been hurled down 
the usually peaceable rivers. The surest 
sign of the havoc created comos in the form 
of notices from different roadB of the 'sus- 
pending of transportation. Orders wcro 
issued to-day by tho Oregon Improvement 
Company notifying all boats to refuse 
freight of a perishable obaracter billed to 
points on the Seattle & Northern, east of 
Avon. 

No freight will bo received at the Great 
Northern offices on account of tho flood. 
Not a train on either the coast lino or 
main road has been sent out Bince Friday 
afternoon. All reports indicate that the 
tracks below Mount Vernon are covered 
with several feet of water. Tho ortent of 
the damugo cannot bo ascertained, and as 
to the condition of the muin line between 
Snohomish and the Cascades, the officials 
state they are ignorant. It is known that 
the rivers in that direction aro rampant, 
and without doubt it will cost the com- 
pany a great deal of time and money to re- 
pair the road. 

Tho Canadian Pacific trains from here in- 
stead of going out over the Great North- 
ern will make uso of tho Seattle, Lake 
Shore & Eastern tracks. This arrange- 
ment will bo continued for both freight 
and passengers until tho othor road is 
ready for basineBB. 

Iu the Buuthern part of tho state the rivers 
are »1bo on tho rampage. General Agent I. 
A. Nadeau reaeived notice to day that high 
water had swept away bridge No. 190, 
which is located on the Seattle-Portland 
line between Portland and the Columbia 
river. 

All over that low district acroaa the Co- 
lumbia, the water ia backed up worse than 
since tho flood of 1879. Tho carrying away 
of tho bridge will not materially interfere 
with traffic, as all passongers will be trans- 
ferred acroBs tho ravine which the bridge 
spanned. Freight will be delayod for a few 
days only, aa workmen will reoonatruct the 
bridge aa rapidly aa possible. The Northern 
Pacifio train which should have arrived Fri- 
day night did not get in till yesterday at 
noon.

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DOWE'S BULLET-PROOF COAT 

Successfully Subjected to Severo Testa at the 
Alhambru Theatre, ILomlon. 

London, May 27. — At the special test 
of tho bullot-proof coat invented by Herr 
Dowe, the Manhoim tailor, at the Alham- 
bra theatre, among the witnesses were the 
Duke of Cambridge, eommandor-in chief of 
tho British army ; General Sir Frederick 
Roberts, rocently commander-in-chief in 
India ; Major General Sir Rodvers Buller, 
Genoral Sir EL Evelyn Wood and members 
of the nobility, and military and naval at- 
taches of foreign embassies and legations. 
Herr Dowe is short, slightly built and has 
a black moustache. After reviowing pre- 
vious experiments tho coat or cuiraBS waa 
produced. It looked like a garment of 
black cloth about two inches thick. A 
large Bcreen was placed at tho back of the 
stage, and from the platform ran a staging 
about ton foot long, which extonded into 
the centre of tho theatre. 

Captain Martin, tho well known rifle 
shot, Btationed himaolf at the ond of this 
Btaging and first fired at some logs of wood 
thirty inohes thick, placed on a pedestal in 
the middle of tho stage. Tho captain used 
the English and German regulation rifle 
and the regulation ammunition. It was 
much commented upon by military officers 
that the German bullets, in overy case, 
passod through the logs, while in some 
cases the English bullets remained in the 
wood. Horr Dowo'a ouirass waa then 
placed in front of the logs and a dozen 
ehota were fired at it, but the bullots failed 
to pierce it, remaining imbedded in the 
stuff of which it ia made. The sheet of 
white paper which covered the back of the 
cuirass would huve shown had any bullets 
gone through. 

Captain Martin then fired a few shots 
from tho droaB circlo of tho theatre ond the 
reBult was tho sanio. A horse was then led 
up on the stage and Horr Down's cuirass 
laid on its body, after which Boveral shotB 
were fired at it Tho horse merely started 
at the Bound of the report, but waa not 
wounded. Tho cuirass waa then placed 
close to the front of o sheet of glass and 
several shots fired at it. Tho glasa was not 
affected by tho ahota striking tho cuirass. 
A apectator asked that Captain Dutton 
Hunt be allowed to experiment with hia 
own rifle and Herr Dowo conBontcd. The 
captain produced hia own rifle, loaded it in 
the preaenco of witnesios and lired from a 
distance of six feet. Tho bullet failed to 
piorco tho coat. 

Herr Dowo then walked |to tho front of 
the ijtjgo and proceeded cooly to button the 
cuirais around his neck, ovidontly intending 
to cet himself up as a target, for somebody 
to experiment on. Major-Goneral Buller 
aroso and aaid ho thought tho previous ex- 
periments in regard to tho impregoability of 
tho coat waro conclusive. Herr Djwe 
allowed the Duke of Cambridgo and leading 
military officers presoot to examine the ooat 
as olosely as they pleased, but did not let 
bio spectators gcnenlly handle it. The 
Ouko of Cambridge said he had been scep- 
tical aa to tho valuo of Herr Dowe'a coat, 
bat waB coLvinccd that it can withstand 
r.flo bullots.

l: Animal Tuberculosis and Its Relation to 
the Public Health "—An Interest- 
ing Topic. 

Among tho valuable papers read before 
tho late Sanitary Convention the eBsuy of 
Dr. Bowhill, tho veterinary Burgeon, on 
" Animal Tuberculosis and its Relation to 
tho Publio Health," calls attention to a sub- 
ject of vital importance. It has long been 
known that animals, domestic and wild, aro 
often affected with tuberculosis, but until 
tho discovery of tho fact that tuberculosis is 
contagious it waa not considered of particu- 
lar intoreat to man. Now that tho faot ia 
established, tho knowledge that domestic 
ookttlo aro especially subjeot to tho disoaso 
has bocomo of livoly intoreat to tho human 
race. The experiments and investigations 
citod in tho paper show conclusively that 
tuberculosis is frequent in cowb ; that the 
milk of tuberculous cows may contain tho 
bacilli, ovou whon the udder is not affected; 
that when the udder is affected tho milk in-

variably contains tuberole bacilli ; and that 
whenver affected it is dangerous. 

There is in some quarters a disposition to 
exaggerate the dangers from tho meat and 
milk of tuberculoid cows, but the disposi- 
tion ia not ahured by the essayist. While 
ho quotes authorities to ahow that infected 
milk presents a soriouB danger he is dis- 
posed to assert that moat from infected cat- 
tle is comparatively safe. Tho reason for 
this distinction is that milk is usually taken 
raw, while tho moat ia cooked. In the lat- 
ter caae the bacilli aro killed, in tho former 
they aro taken into tho system alivo. 

The opinion of alitrmists that most of the 
caaea of human tuborculoaiB aro duo to tho 
consumption of tuberculous milk or meat 
gets a conclusive answer in an Eastern pub- 
lication just at hand. Infection through 
swallowing tuberculous matter would be 
most likely to result in inteBtinal tubercu- 
losis. But in adults tuberculosis usually 
attacks tho lungs and tho Infection ia un- 
doubtedly duo to inhaling the germs. Fur- 
thermore in adults, intestinal tuberculosis ia 
found aa an accompaniment to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, showing self-infootion by Bwal- 
lowing tho discharges. But in tho case of 
infants thoro iB a different story. Nearly 
one-third tho deaths of infants in hospitals 
aro duo to tuberculoais, and among theso in- 
testinal tuberculosis is common. Infants 
aro more suoceptiblo to intestinal infections, 
and aa they aro fed on milk thoy are more 
apt to be exposed to it.

THE MAINLAND FLOODS. 

The telegraphic dispatches whioh appear 
in another column show that the Iobbcs 
ciused by tho floods and freshets on tho 
Columbia and Fraser Rivera have been o 
the moat serious character. Canadian 
Pacific and Great Northern trains 
have been atopped by the rush 
of waters, .whioh have carried away 
culverts and threatened a number of 
substantial bridges, including tho C.P. R. 
Btructurea at Revolatoko and MiBsioo City. 
Tho Fraser and the Columbia overflowed 
their bankB several hundred feet boyond 
their aooustomed channels, sweeping away 
barns, drowning cattle and compelling the 
occupaDtB of houeea to seek safety in flight. 
The Matt qui dyko has, it is reported, been 
partially destroyed, as also worka of a simi- 
lar nature at Litllo Prairie and Hatztc. 
Thousands of acres of land have, it is re- 
ported, had tho seed with which they had 
been sown, washed out of them and, us will 
be seeD, the destruction haa been wide- 
spread. Not only havo tho trains been de- 
layed, but telegraphio communication haB 
been stopped and, worst of all, several liveB 
have been loBt.

Ho is u man of wonderful execu- 
tive ability and ho has loyally exerted Mb 
powers both of mind und body for a long 

ries of years to make tho railroad of 
whioh he haB had the direotion of the greatest 
poaBlblo uae not only to Canada but to tho 
wholo Britiah Empire. Suoh powers di- 
rected to auoh an ond well dosorve tho 
recognition they have obtained. 

THE CELEBRATION. 

Tho celebration of the Queen's Birthday 
in Viotoria lias been thia yoar moro than 
ordinarily Bucoeaaful. Tho weather waa all 
that could bo wiahed. A rather ungenial 
apring waa closed by throo moBt delightful 
days. The crowdB of visitors "and citizens 
who took part in the colobrtttion onjoyod 
the stimulating Bunshino tempered, by tho 
refreahing breezes, to tho utmost. They 
were determined to have a good time, and 
they had it. It is estimated that Viotoria 
entertained as many as fivo thousand vis- 
itors during tho threo days of tho celebra- 
tion, a large proportion of whom were citi- 
zens of the neighboring Republic 

It was really wonderful to soe how jolly 
the crowdB - were, and yet how orderly. 
There was no visible ' restraint on tho 
ploasuro seekera, yet their enjoyment was 
not marred by, as far as wo havo hoard, a 
single unpleasant scene. Tho decorum that 
was observed during tho wholo time was 
moBt creditable to the holiday-makers. 

Tho sports were well contested und wore 
thoroughly er joyed by both those who par- 
ticipated in them and thoso who witnessod 
them. The committees are to be commended 
for their good management, and to bo con- 
gratulated on tho happy results it produced. 

THE LAST FRENCH CRISIS. 

There seema no adequate reason for tho 
last orieia in France. The ministry appoared 
to havo had a fair majority and it had, as 
far as appearances went, no very important 
or disquieting question to doal with. Yot 
when everything seemed quiot a Btorm was 
raised in the Chamber of Deputies an a 
question of small importance, whioh over- 
whelmed the Government. Tho question 
raised was whether the Minister of Public 
Works had power to permit tho employes 
of the State railroads to attend the Congreea 
of railroad men. Thia qucation waa distaste- 
ful to the Government, and they refused to 
accept any motion booring upon it. 
They insisted upon tho Houao going 
into tho order of the day without consider- 
ing it. This determination caused quite an 
uproar in tho Chamber, which is not by any 
means an unueuat occurrence. After a whilo 
the President was able to put the question, 
and it wus found thut the Government wob 
defeated by a majority of fifty. The minis- 
try made this defeat on exouso for resign- 
ing. The Premier, Casimir Perrier, was de- 
termined, and tho President had no choico 
but to accept hia resignation. Thero has, it 
appears, been an interregnum since then. 
No ono haB been able to form a new Govern- 
ment, and tho position of Prime Minister 
has, ao to speak, been going a-beg- 
ging. But this gives -the politicians 
of Franco littlo concern ; they are used to 
unpleasantnesses like the present. Tho life 
of a ministry in France is not in these days 
by any means long. When a ministry 
breaks up thoro is usually antoher shuttle of 
the political cards with no chaDgo of policy 
to speak of, and tho now Government goes 
on until the inevitable crash comes. It is, it 
appears, some what more difficult to reorganise 
tho Government this time than uaual. But 
it is not likely that tho crisis will last long. 
It may, indeed, be over by this time. 

Tho defeat of the Ministry is claimed to 
be a victory for tho Socialists, but it is hard 
to tell what is the eauso of it. Tho French 
Chamber of Deputios ia divided into a 
number of factions or cliquea and 
the Government of tho day is at tho 
mercy of any combination of theao cliquoa 
that may bo formed for almost any purpose 
Personal considerations huvo far greater 
weight in deoidirg questionB in tho Fronoh 
Chombor of Deputies than they have iu tho 
British Parliament, tho Canadian Parlia 
ment, or tho Congress of tho United States 
It ia, in fact, hard for an Englishman or 
a Canadian to realize tho state of things that 
oxiats in tho French Chamber, for tho reason 
that it ia ao very differont from what oithoi 
of them sees at home, A writor in the 
May numbor of tho Fortnightly Review 
gives tho following doaoription of tho Fronoh 
Chamber of DoputieB. Ho speaks of it as 
" tho worst, tho weakest, tho moBt crookod 
of tho institutions of tho Franco of to-day," 
and thon goes on to say : 

Wo find a Chamber in which tho welfare 
of tho nation is constantly sacrificed to per- 
sonal interests— a Chamber in which many 
of tho leading men havo been, justly or un- 
justly, aoouBod of dishonorable pruotices ; 
but who, by their knowledge of tho compli- 
cated machinery of parliamentary taotioa, 
huvo contrived to mako thomeelvcs indis- 
pensable A who'o class of professional 
politicians has sprung up from universal 
suffrage, a band of clamorous domugogucs, 
wIiobo narrow viewa are at conatant vari- 
ance with tho wiser judgment of the moder- 



ate but more silent members. There ii not 
a short-sighted law which they fail to sup- 
port, if it possess a particle of personal or 
party interest ; and the voter who sends 
thin class of fortune-hunters to the Palais 
Bourbon does incalculable injury to the ooun- 
try. The Chamber of Deputies iB the grave 
of Fronch manners, whioh sadly degenerate 
in its precincts, and nothing iB more ironical 
than to contrast the outward marks of ra- 
sped acoorded to the President oach day on 
his entry to the Chamber between two rows 
of soldiers, and the disregard with which he 
iB treated subsequently by the turbulent 
assembly. . . The now sahool of poli- 
ticians in France iB the worst tho nation has 
seon for a long period, and the tendenoy of 
tho times is to oleot plebeian agitators who, 
though they have not been able to obtain 
tho reinB of government, are tho deepair of 
all real statesmen that attempt the Herouloon 
taak of govarnin? France. Querulous, ill- 
brod and bigotton they aro the worst pro- 
ducts of the nation. But unfortunately 
they are not the only defect in 
tho French Parliamentary system ; and 
tho lecent Punama scanduls provod 
convincingly that stato reasons (whioh 
aro generally party reasons) in the 
French theory of Government, scatter 
principles to tho winds upon emorgcnoibB. 
Universal suspicion, whioh always follows in- 
conaiatent measurea, ia the result. No gov- 
ernment can govern well whioh is not 
oreditod with a cortain quantity of houor- 
ablo intentions, and yot tho year 1893 was o 
perfect holocaust of reputations ! 

This, from all thut we can learn, ia a fair 
estimate of the moral and tho political con- 
dition of tho Fronch Chambor of Deputies. 
It iB no wonder, when the personnel of the 
Chambor is considered, and tho hoterogon- 
eoua materials of which it is composed aro 
considered, that French governments are 
not long-lived, and that thoy aro overturned 
by questions of comparatively trilling im- 
portance.

THE PLANET MARS. 

Speculations as to tho Possibility of Owjinm- 
ulcatlng With the World's Neatest 
Neighbor. 

Can wo open up oleotrical oommunications 
with the planet of Mars? Unit ia a ques- 
tion recently considered r.t a meeting of tho 
Sooiety of Arte in London, where \V. H. 
Prooce, Eogineer to the Telegraphs Depart- 
ment of the British PoBtoffino, read a paper 
on " Electrical Sigunliog Without Wires." 
Mr. Preece explained how he had recently 
demonstrated that wires were not at all 
nocessary to establish telephonic communi- 
cation. 

Under tho supervision 'of a Royal Com- 
mission appointed to inquiro into olectrie 
communication between thu Bhore and light- 
houBOB, he had conducted a series of experi- 
ments whioh amply demonstrated this fact. 
Thero was no difficulty in upoaklng between 
the shoro and Plat Holm, three miles dis- 
tant from tho place of experiment. Mr. 
Preece then went on to Bay that 
"strange, mysterious Bounds are heard 
on long telephone linea when the 
earth is uaed na a roturn, especially in tho 
cilm stillness of the night. Earth cur- 
rents," said ho, " are found in tolograph cir- 
cuits, and the aurora borealia lights up our 
northern sky when the sun's photospere ia 
disturbed by spots. The sun's eurfaco must 
at such times bo violently disturbed by olec 
trical storms, and if oscillations aro set up 
and radiated through space in sympathy with 
those required to atfeot telephones, it is not 
a wild droam to say that wo may hear on 
thiB earth a thundorBtorm in tho sun " 

After further describing tho mysterious 
sounds which had attracted his attention in 
tho still watches of the night, Mr. l'rct-ce 
said : " If any of these planets b.i populated 
with boingB liko ourselves, having tha gttt 
of language and tho knowledge to adapt the 
great forces of nature to their wants, then it 
they could osoillate immense stores of el<c 
trical energy to and fro in telegraphic 
order, it would be possiblo for us to hold 
commune by telephouo with tho peoplo of 
Mars." 

These mysterious sounds whioh so puz- 
zlo Mr. Preece, says the New York World, 
seom to correspond with those noticed by 
Thomas A. Edison, who has turned Ogden 
MountaiD, in Now Jersey, into a great 
magnet and coiled miea of wire about it. 
At tho time of the last opposition of Mars, 
he noticed an increase of tho seismio mut- 
terings which have recently been so vio- 
lent. Mr. Edison and Mr. Preece are only 
two of the scientists who aro now experi- 
menting along those lines, and tho whole 
scientific world ia watching the progress 
being mado. Neither Mr. Edison nor Mr. 
Preece has been bo bold as to say that the 
strange sounda referred to are messages 
sent by the inhabitants of Mars to those 
of earth, but they have not otherwise ex- 
plained them. 

On the other hand, there aro many scien- 
tists firm in tho bolief that the next few 
years will witness the opening up of com- 
munication between the people of tho two 
planets. Thia conviction has been enor- 
mously strengthed by tho Btrange lights 
seen at tho Lick Observatory when Mars 
was under observation during ita opposi- 
tion a little over a year ago. The three 
lights were arranged in a triangle. Nightly 
aB the great red orb rose from her ocean bed 
to the vault of heaven the lights flashed out 
as soon as darknesa had set in, and in the 
immense lens of the Lick telescope they 
glowed with steadyand continued effulgence. 
Was thia an effort of the inhabitants ot Mars 
to attract the attention of thoBO on earth ? 

Such had been the opinion of Flammarion, 
who had argued in favor cf Eirth signalmg 
back with a triaugle of lights thirty miles 
across. It was shown that the conditions of 
Mars were more nearly those of Earth than 
of any other planet. Both of the snow caps 
could be plainly seen, and may be seen cow, 
in any first-class telescope, for Mars is now 
to be observed in the morning about .'10 de- 
grees west and 14 degrees south from Venua 
in the constellation Capricorn. The well 
defined atmosphere of Mara is also plainly 
visible, and astronomers can tell by tho in- 
crease or decrease of its snow capB and its 
position in regard to the sun the progress of 
its seasons and whether or not the Mareians 
are having a cold winter. The canal theory 
of Schiapperelli has likewise many believ- 
ers, who assert that the Btrange Btraight 
lines on Mars are canala built by its highly 
civilized inhabitants. 

Mr. Preece says he has kept a record of 
tho strange, mysterious Bounds which have 
attracted hia attention, while Edison has 
done likewise. These will require much 
study to decipher, if they are moEsages 
from Mars. The Preece discovery on the 
other hand puts it in the power of the people 
of the earth to send direct electrical cur- 
rents to Mars, whose inhabitants are to 
much in advance of ourselvea that they may 
be able to help us out in the work of open- 
ing up converse. A pantomimic olectiical 
interchange will be necessary for some time, 
but what will ba the emotions of tho scientific 
world when tho message is sent out that 
communication has been established ? 

There aro those who firmly assert that 
this is an experience of tho immediate 
future ; that olectricity is tho univcreal 
force and tho one whereby tho planets will 
come into communication with each other, 
if they ever do. Tho myetery of electricity 
is the strange fluctuations it undergoes. If 
it were an oarth property solely it would 
bo steady, as it would be wore it common to 
all the universe and not interfered with. 
But ita strange goinga and comings, its ap- 
parent relations to tho aun and yot ita 
known sympathy with other heavenly bodiea 
Beem to show that somebody somowhero is 
fooling with the dynamo and cutting off and 
turning on tho current. 



LOUIS CLOVIS BONAPARTE. 

Death of a Grand Nephew of the Great, Napo- 
leon. 

A person bearing tha name of Bonaparte 
— Louis Clovia Bonaparte — died in London 
last Monday. Ho was known for tho main 
portion of his life as Louis Clovcring Clovis, 
and waB a civil engineer, residing in Lon- 
don, but October 12, 1891, he was ac- 
knowledged by Louis Lucien Bonaparto as 
hia son, thus making tho hitherto Mr. 
Clovia tho grand nephew of tho Emperor 
Napoleon. Mr. Louia Clovorirg Clovis 
Bonaparto was noted for nothing except 
marrying a woman who, some people said, 
had not been divorced from her husband, 
and then himself marrying a second timo 
without, it would appear, tho formality of a 
divorco from hia first wife. 

In a suit growing out of tho complicated 
situation ho was also charged with taking 
and carrying away SIOO.OOO worth of jew- 
olry. This story recalls tho general ciroum- 
otances that tho Bonapartoa have not been a 
particularly fortunate or happy family. Tho 
fato of tho exilo of St. Helena threw n 
shadow over his previous succosaes ; the 
final end of tho third Napoleon (admitting 
him to havo beon a Bonaparte) waa most 
misorublo, and tho tragic death of hiB son at 
the hands of /Sulus is woll romombored. Be- 



sides those tragedies many sad and miser- 
able events have occurred in tho history of 
the BonapartoB. The happiest ol tho Bona- 
partea hava probably been the American 
descendants of Jerome and the BUtimore 
wif3 whom ho ropndiated at the command 
of his imperial brother i theso Bonapartop, 
too, have stood tho higtiest in the matter « f 
personal charaotor and attainmenta. 

INTERESTING TO ANTIQUARIANS 

Bellc8 of a Ttnco Who Existed Centuries Ago 
—Their Identity a Mystery. 

A lady whose homo ia in the aouth of 
Franco writea to Goldthwaite'a Magazine of 
a visit Bhe made recently to an island on the 
coast of Brittany. Thoao who have road tho 
story of King Arthur and hia knights will 
remember that they started out over tho sea 
in pursuit of the dragon. In thia, the Mar- 
bihan Sea, ia a little island which can be 
reached from the mainland .only when tho 
water is smooth. Tho solo inhabitant is a 
Breton shepherd, who Uvea in a littlo hut 
and eponda hia timo in oaring for his sheep. 
The party landed and wore met by tho kind- 
faced old man, who lod them over tho grassy 
slope where his flook was feeding, and 
showed them the way around a hill, on the 
east sido of which thoy found the cntranco 
tn a tunnol. This extended some distance, 
Bnd its floor, aides and roof were mado of 
immense fKt pieces of stone, covered with 
hieroglvphs and figures " looking somowhat 
like wreaths, and again like coiled ser- 
pents." A' tho end of this tunnel was a 
hall, a'so floored, roofod and wallod with 
tho ssmo curious stones, and in tho center 
wis an a'tirand a atono upon which it is 
thought that human Bacrificos havo boon 
offered. Tho strangest pact of all ia that no 
atones or rocks like thoae usod in this tun- 
nel can be found nn tho island, and no 
ttlaoi nearer than 100 miles inland. Who 
b-ought thorn ? How did they como ? Thero 
ii no record left — at least none has boi n 
found — to loll who theso people wore, or 
anything about them. Thoy muBt havo 
lived n any centuries ago, but havo van- 
ished eutiroly, yot their work ia aa perfect 
apparently aa when first built. ItiB thought 
that they might have been Druids, who 
came here when they left Groat Briaain ; 
othera ugain, think that they wero wor- 
shipors ot tho serpent god oalled Hoa. But 
it is conjecture. All wo know is that tho 
stones are there, strangely carved, skill- 
fully put together, but of their builders 
there ia no trace.

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TINY LITTLE THINGS. 



EVENING BONNETS ARE SMALLER 
THAN EVER BEFORE. 



Ilenrictio Rousseau Discusses the latest 
Styles its Seen In the Shops of New York. 
Drosses, Waists, Huts and Bonnets For 
the O'.miiig Season.

We soo many colors of the most bril- 
liant hvio in the shop windows and on 
tho counters, but wo rarely see them in 
the street. And yet they are produced in 
goods intended only for the street. Where 
the bright colors ore worn I know not, 
but they certainly do look cheerful imd 
pleasant in tho stores. The prettiest and 
most elegant of them all are the new 
erepons, which show novelties almost 
daily. It would seem that as there are 
some persons always clamoring after 
novelties, a few are re-served for presen- 
tation from time to time. 

This past week has brought out sev- 
eral new fancies in erepons, notably 
tho savoy, tho rock and seaweed erepons 
and the dimpled. All tho erepons are 
heavily crinkled and entirely without 
stiffening of any kind, which makes them 
an elegant fabric to use, especially in ev- 
erything needing drapery. Draped skirts 
are not universally adopted yet, but 
there are very many. Crepon, being light 
and draping so richly, is just tho right 
material for overskirts, and it has an in- 
describably rich effect over any other 
goods. 

There are several beautiful new gren- 
adines, some of them all black and some 
of them having a colored satin back, and 
there are numbers of patterns and de- 
signs in the lovely new bareges. Some 
of these have perpendicular satin 
stripes, which add greatly to their dura- 
bility as well as their beauty. Tho 
stripes are generally in the same shade. 
There are bayadere algerines, and theso 
are for the first time refined and truly 
artistic, and there are silk tweeds, which 
are exquisitely beautiful in every respect. 

Among the newest suitings I notice 
Irish cloths called buubeg and hand 
•woven. Theso are naturally expensive, 
bht have excellent wearing qualities. 
There are some faced cloths of all tho 
colors, and some of them havo silken 
stripes. The covert suitings and whip- 
cords are shown now in all colors, but 
those most worn are in neutral tones. 
The cheeks, mixtures and suitings often 
have flecks of white over tho surface in 
irregular pattern. The granite cheviots 
havo become prime favorites. There is 
an Italian cheviot which is certainly a 
novelty, and one likely to find much fa- 
vor. The weave is closer than tho scotch 
and is soft and delicate to tho touch, and 
over the entire surface there is a kind of 
mesh of glossy fibers that givoit a frosty 
bloom. Theso come in almost invisible 
checks and light stripes, all neutral 
tints. No harsh colors are seen. Italian 
fabrics in cotton and silk havo long been 
seen, but it has remained until this sea- 
son for the Italian producers to send 
woolen goods. 

The princess gown for home wear 
grows in favor, and in cotton goods, . 
such as ginghams, percales, etc., it is 
made rather loose. In moro firm and 
strong material it may be mado to fit 
tight, but in this case it must bo lined 
and would not be as cool. A very pretty- 
way to make them is to havo fiat rows 
of lace or patterned stripe down tho 
front. FI4C trimming is better to iron 
than anything else, but ruffles or lace 
can be substituted. Ribbon can also be 
tied around tho waist or added anywhere 
if a more dressy effect is desired. A 
ruffle can be added. Some of tho pretti- 
ost and most attractive as well as be- 
coming dresses in a woman's wardrobe 
aro made of cotton goods, and asido 
from the making cost not over !?■! all 
told. 

The in v.- hats and bonnets are more 
eccentric than ever and, it seems, more 
becoming. The plateau forms in straw, 
turned, twisted and tortured into re-

placed a pink peony. There wero no 
strings, though strings could bo added if 
so desired. A plateau shape of green 
and purple faced straw was bent in deop 
and wonderfully offeotive folds and bor- 
dered along tho edge with a narrow gold 
braid. Under tho right edgo was set a 
bunch of golden yellow single holly- 
hocks. Tho strings wore of dark green 
velvet ribbon. One very stylish hat was 
mado of wide dark bluo moire ribbon, 
made over stiff not.

Nearly all theso bonnets and hats 
could be made at homo by studying tho 
illustrations and remembering to put 
wires in the ribbons and bows. Lace hats 
will bo favorites for both young and old. 
Nothing is prettier or more becoming. 
Many evening bonnets consist of nothing 
but a high coronet of jet or tinsel. Some 
havo a butterfly bow of lino laco added, 
and a few havo a flower or so. The 
smaller an evening bonnet is tho more 
stylish it is considered. 

For everyday hats tho black flexiblo 
straws aro seen with plain ribbon trim- 
ming. Neapolitan is very popular, but 
it will not stand rain nor a damp atmos- 
phere at all, and therefore is not as use- 
ful as it ought to be, considering that it 
is mado of horsehair. It will in 10 min- 
utes of rain stretch and twist all out of 
shape. Sailor hats of black porcupine 
aro to bo tho "knockabout" for all to 
whom they aro becoming, and that is 
nearly everybody. Thoro aro many va- 
rieties of "rough and readies" in porcu- 
pino braiding, and theso aro often of two 
colors of rough grassy straws braided to- 
gether. These aro cheap, pretty and re- 
quire little trimming.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS, in ancordanco with tho provi- 
sions of the Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Aots thoroto, the Couuc 1 is empowered to 
make, altor and repoal b>-lawa intor alia to 
llconse, regulato and govern htwkors and ped- 
dlers in Buch mannor as may bo doomed ex- 
pedient.

1. Tho ITawkers and Poddlora Numboring 
By-law, 1893 (No. l c fl), is horoby ropoaled. and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor :

SENSATIONAL S LORY. 

A Polish Priest Tells a Tale of a Very 
startling Character— Dynamite In It. 

Cleveland, May 28 —Late last night a 
Polish woman named Eli/.ibeth Janicki 
was found wandering in tho Btreots in the 
southern part of the city, Buffering from a 
bad wound on tho head. She said she 
had been assaulted by a man, but she 
could give no particulars of the assault. 
She has not yet recovered consciousness. 
Rev. A. F. KolaezewBky, the deposed 
pastor of St. Stanislaua Catholic church, 
nifikes a Btartling chargo in connection 
with tho assault. He declares tho woman 
is the principal witness in possession 
of information in a plot to blow him up 
with dynamite. After his deposition the 
R8v. Kolutziwaky went to Syracuse, N V., 
and he declaros Korciniaki followed him 
to that city and, with a crucifix in hia 
hand, confessed that ho was to blow 
him up. A Bhort time thereafter a 
Polish printing office in this city waa 
destroyed by fire. In tho ruins of 
tho building tho doad body of Kor- 
ciniaki was found with a knifo wound 
in the abdomen. Ho tajB Korcinhiki 
was murdered and his body burned to con- 
ceal the crime by persona who knew of 
hiB confession, and an attempt has beon 
made to put Mrs. Janicki out of the way 
because of her knowlodgo in tho plot. The 
other faction of the St. Stanislaus con- 
gregation laugh at tho priest's story, but tho 
police are investigrting the assault.

The "Borrowdale" and "Northern- 
hay " Complete Eventful Pass- 
agres From England.

Contrary to her record, wbioh is that of 
a f*st sailer, the British bark Borrowdale, 
in command of Captain Bilderston, occu- 
pied 145 days in the passago which bIio com- 
pleted upon arrival in Rjyal Roads from 
Liverpool Sunday evening. She was towed 
in from sea by the tug Lome, which yester- 
day brought her alongside tho ou'er wharf, 
where stevedores McDermottand Cates will 
this morning commenco discharging her 
cargo, having made all preliminary arrange 
mcnts yeBterdoy. Aboard aro 1700 tons of 
general merchandise consigned to Robert 
Ward & Co., Ltd., of which 1200 tons will 
bo landed horo, the remainder being for 
Vancouvor. Outside the usual galea and 
culms encountered by any vessel in a long 
voyage, and which continually prolonged 
tho pasaage, tho Borrowdalo's trip was un- 
eventful, save for tho death of Edward 
RolineB, a sailor, at Bca. When pickod up 
by tho Lome tho bark was running unpleas- 
antly Bhort of provisions, acording to tho 
crew of the towbo&t, aud the sailors quickly 
emptied the larder of the tug as soon as sho 
came alongside. After discharging all her 
cargi tho bark will load lumber at Hast- 
!'>ga for tho West coast of South America. 

THE " NORT1IERNHAY " ARRIVES 

If report bo true, thero ia troublo brew- 
ing on board the British bark Northern- 
bay, which commenced discharging coal in 
E quimalt yesterday morning. Tho vessel 
is in chargo of Captain Miller, against 
whom, it iB said, tho orew have a griovanco, 
in connection with the rations Burvod out 
to them on board ship while on tho voyago 
out from Cardiff. Whether thiB complaint 
bo correct or not, thero waa considerable 
difficulty in getting tho orew to work at 
discharging tho coal yesterday morning. 
Tho vessel has in all 1,780 tons of coal, 
800 tons of which will bo unloaded into 
lighters for tho Royal Arthur. Tho re- 
maining 980 tons will bo discharged on tho 
naval dock.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



Freshmen and Sophomores at Smith. Col- 
lege Play Basket Ball. 
Tho girls at Smith college have had a 
beautiful match game of basket ball tin- 
der tho direction of their teacher of 
gymnastics, Miss Bcrenson, and under 
the eyo of their president, Dr. Seelye. 
They wero uniformed in blouses and 
gymnasium Turkish trousers, and the 
ball they used was tho regular Rugby 
football. Tho gamo consisted in getting 
tho ball into tho so called basket, which 
is made of iron and netting. The sopho- 
mores and freshmen girls contested, and 
tho sophs won because they had had 
training tho previous year and had 
gained in strength and skill. In this 
kind of girls' football playing no yells 
wero permitted; neither was a player al- 
lowed to knock the ball out of another's 
hand. This made a decent, civilized 
sort of ball game. But tho contest was 
none tho less spirited on that account.

W 7 hen they become middlo 
aged, they will not bo fat and barrol 
shaped ami monstrous, as so many of 
tho middlo aged women of today tire. 
It is most unfortunato that so many 
handsome American women tend to bo- 
como smothered in fat as they approach 
old age. It can be avoided by right diet 
and by just such exercises as the collego 
girls of today have taken up. I glory in 
thoso girls — how I do glory in them! 
With, plenty of outdoor air, with looso 
garments and looso shoes, with culti- 
vated brains and a system of physical 
training which will perfect and develop 
every musclo in tho bodies of American 
mothers and mothers that are to be, wo 
shall in time have in our republic a raco 
as beautiful and perfect physically as 
tho ancient Greeks were and far superior 
to them morally and spiritually — yes, 
and intellectually, too — I am not afraid 
to say intellectually.

better acquainted with tho Boston ra- 
tional dress idea than most eastern 
women I have mot, and all favored tho 
releaso of woman from trailing skirts 
for work and outdoor exercise.
